The State Board of health has 

issued a circular in regard to the 
prevention of typhoid fever. The 
fever season is now here and the 
following rules have been prepared 
by Dr. ,J. M. Mathews, President, 
and Dr. J. N. McCormack, Sec- 
retary : 

1. When it is known or sus 

ix'cted that a person has typhoid 
fever lie should l)e placed in a 
larye, well ventilated room, with 
the windows and doors well 
screened,( and such preparation 
shoidd l>o made from the fi^^l day 
for the thorough and .systematic 
disinfection of all discharges from 
the bowels and kidneys as will pro- 
tect dtliei' members of the family, 
the attendants and the conununity. 

•1. A solution of chloride of 
lime, eight ounces to the gallon of 
water, should be provided in 
fiuantity, and a (piart of this 
should be put in the bed pan or 
vessel each time before it receives 
tlie discharees, and should be well 
stirred anti allowed to stand in the 
vessel at least an hoi-ir before it is 
buried. An equivalent solution of 
creolin, or a thick whitewash 
made from the fre^li iniickliiue, 
may be used in the same wa,\ 
when the chloride of lime cannot 
be obtained, but with these at least 
two hours will be required to 
complete the disinfection. 

3. Soiled bed or body linen 
should remain in the chloride of 
lime solulion for a hour iind mav 
then be safely put in the family

Kentucky has over 2.000 miles of 
rivers, including the Ohio and Missis 
sippi riverrt where they bound its bor 
ders, and over 3,000 miles of railroads 
are ready and convenient for travel 
and tranaportation, and her live stock 
is not excelled in sny part ot tbe 

world. 

Will Be Great Manufacturing State. 

Kentucky is not only a great agri- 
cultural and mining State, but her 
manufactures are extensive and in- 
creasing rapidly, and being situated 
midway between the Northern Lakes 
and the. Gulf of Mexico, and between 
the Eastern and Western ranges of 
the North American Mountains, is 
de«itlned on account ot location and 
facilities to become after a while a 
great manufacturing State. 

When Solon, the great Athenian 
law-giver, was full of years snd full 
of honors he said: "I have done all 
In my power to knprove my country 
and to defend Its laws." If Ken 
f'.ic'rfiins w'll emulate his example we 
will have a great era of development 
In oui' commonwealth.

power to improve and develop Ken- 
tucky. 

The Achievements of Democrats In 
Kentucky. 

The Demoi iatic party is the Party 
of Progress, the I'.irty of Peace and 
Law and Order, tlie Party of Liberty 
and Equal Rights, the party that has 
given to Kentucky Its educational ad- 
vantages, its di". fiopinent and its ad- 
vancement, and therefore, if Ken- 
tucky improves. Democracy ibust be 
triumphant in our State. 

I point you to the contrast between 
Republican rule and Democratic rule 
In Kentucky. 

As against the Republican record of 
assassination, bloods,)ied and disre- 
gard of law I present the Democratic 
record for peace, strict regard for hu- 
man life, and rest>ect for and main- 
tensnce ot law and order. As against 
a treasury with only $338,852.69 and 
unpaid warrants against the State 
amounting in July last to |1,369,602, 
bearing 5 per cent interest, I present 
the Oemoeratie record ot a magnifi- 
cent State Capitol, erected and paid 
for without any extra tax, and every 
Just claim against the SUte promptly 
paid in full. 

As against Republican platform 
pledges and promises that have been 
broken. Democrats present a record 
showing all pledges and promises 
faithfully compiled with. I call atten- 
tion to the record which shows that 
the State debt was about one million 
dollars before the Democrats came 
into power in 1900, and was wiped out 
iiy Democrats, who left a balance 
in the treasury of a millinn dollars, 
and since Ilepublican Ooveriuir Will- 
son was iiiiiugurated the State Is in 
debt more th.ui a millioti of dollaiw. 
A Democratic I ,ef;islature established 
two State Normal Schools for the 
training of the teachers of the Stale, 
and made ;ip|)roprlatlons for their 
maintenance, and es'a'ili^heil the State 
rniversl'y. and aNo atiprniui.Meil 
money for its lienefif. Tlie common 
school law of ICintiir'Ki was ennctod 
by a Democratic l.eL'islature. and all 
the Imiiroven-.ents and Increased fnei). 
itles for education come through 
Democratic legislation. A r>niocratlc 
Legislature re-established the Geolog- 
ical Survey, provided for a Confeder- 
ate Home, with prnrnr arrroprlations 
for the support of Confederate veter- 
ans, and enacted a law for the benefit 
of the Children's Home Society and 
made it a State institution, and en- 
larged the Agricultural Department so 
as to include forestry and immigra- 
tion, and established a Normal School 
at Frankfort, Ky.. for colored people, 
and made liberal appropriations for 
'ts maintenance. 

Republicans Can Refer to No Benefi- 
cial Legislation, and Their Rec- 
ord Does Not Deserve In- 
dorsement. 

Ile])n!illcans can leler to no legisla- 
tion originated or enacted by them in 
Kentucky which ha.s tnoieased educa- 
tional lacihties, added tu inuiiial im- 
provements, adjusted or liulitened bur- 
dens of laxation or benetited Ken- 
tucky in aii.N way. 

The recurd shows, however, a re- 
markable military history, in wliich 
the e.vp'iiditures for active militia in 
Ihiie and a half years under Governor 
Wlllson amounts to $l!7T,l.'i>^.S7, or an 
average expenditure per year of $7H,-I 
188. IM, as against $."J,o5;i.lO, or an av- 
erage expenditure jier year of $7, 3;!;!. 79 
for the four last years of Governor 
Ueckliam's administration. 

Thuri it will be seen thai the Repub- 
lican exiieuses are nearly ten times a.-< 
much for active militia in three years 
and a half as Demoerats expended ia 
four yeais. 

Since eo much has been said In the 
newspapers about expenditures for av- 
tlve militia, I have been asked to state 
the expenditures for active militia 
the four years I was Oovemor. snd I 
have obtained the statement from the 
Auditor's olBee. showing that tor tin 
four years I was Oovemor there was 
expended tor the aetiva militia $20,- 
401.68, or $5,100.17 per annum, being 
one fifteenth as much per annum a^ 
under the present RepabUoaa admin- 
istration. 

I have been asked also to stste how 
many days I was absent from the 
State during my four years' service 

as Governor. The record shows I wa« 
al)senl from the State during my en- 
lire term thirty-four days, ancl the 
Stale piud to the Lieutenant Governor 
for that |)erlod while the pres- 

ent Kepuhlican (Jovernor has been ab- 
sent from the Stale 2;{H day.-i, and 
Lieutenant Governor Cox has drawn 
for this time $4,L'."«i;.20 for acting as 
Governor, the per ilieni being $17.80, 
and (k)vernor Willson drawing the 
same amount for the same 2JH days. 

The record also shows that the thir- 
teenth section of the last K(;publlcan 
platform adopted In 1!>07 proiniiod 
that If iiut in power Uepubllcai.s would 
"reduce I he ta\e.s to the lowest possi- 
ble rate cnuslsient with an eflUcient ad- 
nilnisiration of the State govern 
ment. ■ .More than three years and a 
half ot the Republican administration 
has passed and we have not heard 
anything more about the proposed re- 
duction in taxes. Tbe people, how- 
ever, have felt a movement of the op- 
posite character. There has been no 
direct increase In tbe tax rate, but it 
was necessary to raise money to pay 
the increased expenses Inaugurated 
by Republicans, and they hav* resort- 
ed to an Indirect method of raising 
the rate. The Republiean State Board 
of Equalisation Increased the value 
tlon of property as turned la from the 
counties. Take tbe years 1910 and 
1911 as examples. In several coun- 
ties this raise has been as great as 
26 per cent and in other counties 20 
per cent, and' 16 per cent and 12 per 
cent. In 1910 ninety-three counties 
were raised, the average raise being 
about 12 per cent. In 1911 seventy 
two counties have been raised, the a\ 
erage raise being a little more than H 
per Cent. Thus it will he seen that 
while the State tax luie was not actu- 
ally lncieai-:e,l, the result was tlie 
same in these counties as if It had 
been raised an average of 12 per eeni 
In 1910 and an average of 9 per ceii' 
In UMl. This was equivalent to rais 
Ing the .State tax rate on these coun 
tlen from fiU cents on the Jluo to ."1; 
cents in IHIO and R4i... cents In irni. 

The Legislature, with the approval 
of the (iovernor. has the power to in- 
crease the tax rate, but the Repub 
lican Board of Equalization usurped 



the functions of the Legislature and 
in effect raised the tax rate. 

Take Warren County as an example. 
In 1910 the Republican State Board 
of Equalisation raised Warren County 
ir> per cent on lands, town lots and 
personalty. Tliis made a raise of 
$791,092 in lands, $480,670 in town lots 
and $212,440 in personalty, making a 
total raise tor that year on Warren 
County property ot $1,484,202. 

For this year 1911. Warren County 
was raised 10 per cent on lends, town 
lots and personalty, making a raise 
on lands of $566,106, on town lota $333 - 
2C8. and on personalty ot $187,694, or 
a total raise on the property ot the 
county of $1,046,068, thus making n 
total raise tor the two years of 
$2,530,270 on the property of the 
county. 

As the State tsx rate is 80 cents 
on the $100 It will be seen that this 
raise- on Warren County for the two 

years has added over $12.onn In taxes 
paid to the State alone. As this raise 
also aiTects county, city and district 
taxes, doubtless the raise caused an 
increase for all these local purposes 
of more than twice $12,000, as local 
rates are ])robably more than a dollar 
on the $100, as against 50 cents for 
the State rate. 

So it can be stated that for all pur 
poses the citizens of Warren County 
have tiad to pay. In the two years, be- 
cause of these raises, .abOUt $86,000 
additional taxes. 

As long as Kentucky Is a sovereign 
State tlie iienple will hold leading Re- 
rinlillians responsible for the record 
tliey have made in Kentucky when 
they brought soldiers to the Capitol 
of the State and made bayonets su- 
perior to law and soldle-s superior to 
legislators; when they Saused judges 
of the Court of Appeals and State 
Legislators to pass unde^ bayonets on 
the way to their respectlTe efieiai 
duties. 

When soldiers and gatling guns and 
cannons were placed on the Capitol 
grounds, when the dtily-elected Gov- 
ernor wss cowardly assassinated and 
Republicans made no protest, and 
made no effort to hsve the assassins 
of the Oovemor arrested, and when 
the assassins were brought to Justice 
and tried and eonvieted, a Republican 
Governor pardoned them. 

There is nothing clearer In our 
State than that Republicans have no 
right, because of anything they have 
done, to govern Kentucky. "They 
have been weighed In the balance and 
fimtiil wniitliiir"

Their Record. 

One of the prineljial Issues In this 
camriaign is. Shall the Republican 
party, with Its record in Kentucky 
and in the United States, be given a 
new lease of power by the election of 
Republican candidates to the highrst 
State oflSces, and thus put upon them 
the sesl ot approval by the people, 
and tell them to rerfew and revive the 
outrages and extravagance and bur- 
densome taxation which they have up- 
held and advocated? 

Republicans are endeavoring to di- 
vert attention ot voters from the un- 
itaralleled record they have made, 
both in the State and the Nation, by 
injecting immaterial. Irrelevant or 
unsupported issues, hoping to draw 
the people away from main qtiestlons 
ami have the campaign pitched on 
side questions. I believe the people 
have the re'iiils'fe virtue and Intelli- 
gence to rid ihe politics of the State 
of <lemoraII/.liig and improiter in- 
fluences, and Democrats will see that 
Republicans are held responsible fur 
their acts, both In State and In Na 
tlonal affairs. 

Clesn Politics and No Bosses or 
Maehinee. 

I have always been in favor ot clean 
politics, and opposed to bosses, ma- 
chines or rings. 

When I had the honor to be Gov- 
ernor before, no Republican or any 
other man ever charged that there 
were bosses, ringB or maehlnes at that 
time. 

Judge O'Rear, in his speech at Ellz- 
abethtown. tried to appear as the 
apostle of good government and pure 
elections, and he spoke at length 
about political msoblnes and boss rule 
In Kentucky. 

These are strange utterances by a 
Republican who has voted so often to 
Indorse National Rei)\ibllian rule, 
which has been conspicuous for the 
support of boss ridden and mSOhtne- 
ruled Reijubllcaii States. 

When a Republican speaks la favor 
of clean polUi<» and aguluui machines 
after the record made by the Repub- 
lican party In Kentucky, Illinois, New 
York, Pennsylvania, California and In 
Southern States, It must be re- 
garded as one of the wonders of the 
present time. For years New York. New 
Jersey. Massschusetta, Connecticut 
and Ohio were under boas rule and 
machine control until a majority of 
the voters determined to overthrow 
bosses and machines, and Democrats 
and Republicans rose in their majesty 
and power and overthrew Repahlican 
rule and placed Demoerats la ooatrol 
of the States I have named. 

I know there is no boss rale or ma- 
chine rule In Kentucky at the present 
time unless It Is In the Republlcsn 
party. There are some Republicans 
who believe there was a Republican 
machine when tbe last State Repub- 
lican convention was held at Louis- 
ville, and the steam roller was run 
over a worthy ex-Federal soldier and 
other prominent candidates in order 
to carry out the "plan and specifica- 
tions" determined upon by the bosses 
of the Reiuibllcan party. 

State-Wide Primary Election*— The 
Remedy. 

Judge O'Rear said In his BUsabeth- 
town speech: "State-wide primary 
election ts the remedy tor hossism 
and machine rule, ete.' 

I have always been an advocate of 
primary elections. 

About eight months sgo twenty-six 
Democratic candidates for the State 
offices met in Louisville by invitation 
of the Democratic State Executive 
Committee to consult as to whether 
the State Democratic candidates 
should be ni ininated by a State con- 
vention or by a State primary elec- 
tion. I advoc:iteil a iirlniary election 
ind I us -d atguinents now presented 
tiy Jiid.ge O'Rear !r f ivor of the pri 
iiary election. I said In addressing 
he Democratic State Kxecutive Com 
iiiitlee "If we wish the Democratic 



voters to take an intc.est in the can- 
didates, and in the elo. tion, we must 
have methods for the nomination of 
the party candidates which will in- 
sure general participation in the elec- 
tion, and I believe a primaiy election 
according to the. sUtutes of Kentucky 
Is the best plan to select the nomi- 
nees tor ths various ofllces. 

The SUtutes ot Kentucky prescribe 
the rales and regulations tor nominat- 
ing in primary elections csndldstes 
for Stste, dlstriet, ooanty or munici- 
pal ofllces. There Is no sUtuta regu 
lating State ooBVSntlons or county 
conventions. 

Success is always greatly promoted 
If we have equal rights for all and 
special privileges for none, and op- 
portunities given to all Democrats to 
assLst in nominating the candidates 
they, will sui)i)ort at the general^ elec- 
tion are encouraging to the \4)ters. 
The humblest Democrat has as much 
right to participate In the nomination 
of Democratic State officers as the 
most prominent and Influential Dem- 
ocrat, and the farmer In the country 
should have equal chances with th ■ 
Democrats in a town or city. Com- 
parative y few pers ns attend court- 
house conventions, and often 100 per 
sons, or a less number, In a court- 
house convention choose delegates or 
instruct for candidates, while several 
thousand Democratic voters of the 
eenntjr are absent at their homes. 
Advantage of Mmary. 

The goverameat should be brought 
close to the people, snd thera can be 
no bosses or rings or machines In con- 
nection with a primary legally and 
honestly held, and all who know me 
know I would not accept a nomination 
unless It came to me honestly and 
fairly. Experience has taught the 
people to ajjpreclate primary elec- 
tions. In every Democratic county In 
Kentucky primary elections are held 
to nominate the coui»1y officers, and 
every State south of Kentucky hold; 
primary elections to nominate county 
and State ofllcera. and many of the 
Northern and Western States nomi- 
nate tliei- county and State officers in 
primary ei(>ction8. 

A few months ago there was a con- 
ference of Governors and (Jovernors- 
elect at Frankfort and Louisville, and 
in a discussion on primary elections 
all except one favored primary elec- 
tions, and thirty-seven were jjresent. 

The State Democratic Executive 
Committee ordered a primary election 
to be held on tbe tiist day of July, 
1911. in every precinct of the State, 
under the primary election law of the 
State ot Kentucky, to nominate can- 
didates tor the Stste ofiloes snd s 
United Btstes Senator. 

I was nominated, as wera all the 
other Democratic candidates tor State 
offices, at the primary election held 
July 1. 1911, according to the plan 
suggested by Judge O'Rear as a rem- 
edy for machine rule, except that the 
State did not pay the expenaes, but 
the Democratic platform recently 
adojited at the State Democratic con- 
vention contains a resolution declar- 
ing in favor of a direct primary elec- 
tion law at the ptibllc expense. 

Hew Were Judge O'Rear and His 
Ticket Nominated? 

Judge O'Rear and his a.isociates on 
the Republican ticket were nominated 
by a convention held hi Louisville 
Ky. He wrote the platform, and he 
says the [irovlsions of the platform 
were In the main set forth in the an- 
nouncement of his candidacy three 
months before the convention was 
held According to the statements of 
Re|>ubMcans. he named the candidates 
to t>e nominated for the various State 
offic es, and he also named the chair- 
man of the State convention. About 
2,000 lie|)ubl leans voted in the Repub- 
lican convention which nominated 
Judge O'Rear. Over 100.000 Demo- 
crats voted in the prlmsry election In 
which I and other Democratic candi- 
dates tor the State offices were nomi- 
nated. 

Very little perception is required to 
see that Judge O'Rear's nomination 
and the nomination of the other can- 
didates on the Republican ticket 
looked far more like boss rule and 
machine rule than niy nomination and 
the nomination of my associates on 
the Democratle ticket by a prlsuury 
election. 

If ever thera was in any State a fair 
primary election wherein the people 
uncontrolled and uninfluenced, as 
sembled at their respective voting 
places and nominated candidates of 
their choice, it was at the Democratic 
State primary election held OA th^ ISt 
day of July last. 

Tyrbutent Times and DISfraeeM 
Scenes. 

We all remember the turbulent 
times and disgraceful scenes that 
marked Kentucky's history about ten 
years ago, when a motley crowd of 
Republicans marched to our State Cap- 
itol, and cannon were placed in the 
theCapltol grounds and legislators and 
Judges of the Court of AppesJs were 
driven to the city ot Louisville tor 
safety and protection. Whera was Judge 
O'Rear then and why did he not raise 
his voice then ss now tor clean poli- 
ties and law and order? Why did he 
not rsfsr to these times In his plat- 
form, adopted by the Republican con- 
vention, as did Democrats in their 
plsttorm, adopted by the Democratic 
convention T 

While I am speaking of the late Re- 
publican Stats convention I must re- 
fer to eonspieuous svents in that con- 
vention, which have attraoted wide a^ 
tentlon. , 

That convention approved and in- 
dorsed the Republiean administration 
of the affairs of the State and all 
means employed by that administra- 
tion for the preservation of law and 
order, and although Judge O'Rear Is 
said to have criticized Governor Will 
son's military exploits, he was quick 
to get on the platform which Indorsed 
the very thing which he was the firs-t 
to criticize and denounce. 

A conspicuous omistdon of the con 
vention which nominated my dl.stin 
guished opponent and other members 
j of the Republican ticket was that the 
delegates did not deign to mention in 
the convention or In the platform the 
name of the present Republican Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. 

The most dramatic event In that Re 
publican State Convention was Judge 
O'Rear's undertaking to eulogiza Sen- 
ntor Hradley by declaring while he 
was maklnj' a speech: "I am proud to 
say of Senator Bradley that de«plte 
the machinations of the lobby, there 



is one Senator tm whose title there is 
no stain, and on whose record there l: 
no blot." Why was it necessary to sa 
anything on that suiiject" It seem 
to me that if the hour of eulogy ha. 
arrived it would have been more ap 
propriate for Bradley to have eulo- 
gized O'Rear, as he had Just been 
nominated as the Republican caldldale 
for Governor. 

Judge O'Rear's Resignation as a Judfs 
of the Court of Appsalt. 

Judge O^Rear, In his Bllzabethtown 
speech, to excuse himself tor not ri> 
signing the ofllce ot Judge ot the 
Court ot Appeals while a candidate 
for Oovemor. raterred to me as tol 
lows: "My distinguished opponent 
also holds an office ot power and dig 
nity as Peace Commissioner, perhaps 
with some profit, also- He hss not re- 
signed from that position, and I hope 
he will not resign." 

If Judge O'Rear had asked me 
aiout this, I would have pravented 
him from misrepresenting me. I wss 
President of the American Peace and 
Arbitration League, which has a large 
membership In, various States, and 
whose main object is the settlement of 
international disagreements without 
war by an international arbitration 
tribunal. 

When I decided to be a candidate 
for Governor I was unwilling to hold 
that office and not attend to its duties 
while a candidate for Governor, and 
I resigned, to take effect January U 
1911. My associates tried for a while 
to keep me In office, but my resigna- 
tion was finally accepted, and I re- 
ceived no pay from the first day of 
January, 1911. The letter of the Gen 
eral Secretary of the American Peace 
and Arbitration League accepting my 
resignation is as follows: 

"April 20, 1911. 
"Hon. James B. McCreary, Richmond, 
Ky.: 

"Dear Sir — In compliance with your 
pr(H}osal at the directors' meeting of 
June, 1910. to retire January 1, 1911, 
In favor ot Mr. Clark or Mr. Clews, If 
personal affairs require your atten- 
tion in Kentucky, and In accord with 
your recent letter to Vloe President 
Clark, reaffirming the sane, your res> 
ignatlon as Presldsnt of the Amerlcaa 
Peace snd Arbitration League was ac- 
cepted at an adjourned meeting ot th» 
Board ot Directors, held at Mr. Clews' 
offlcs. April 19, 1911. 

"Vice President Clark declined the 
honor on account of business engsge- 
ments requiring his absence many 
months in the year, and Mr. Clews 
was elected as President of the 
League. 

"By unanimous vote of the board 
you were elected as Honorary Vice 
President. Kindly acknowledge re- 
ceipt of this and oblige. Yours truly, 
"ANDREW H. UrMPllliEY, 

"(Jeneral Secretar.v." 

I was under no obligation to resign, 
because I did not hold elttier a State 
office or a I'nited States oflice, but i 
reuigned !;ecau:c I was un willing to 
neglect the duties of an Important of- 
fict' while 1 was a candidate tor Gov- 
ernor, and which I believed would con- 
sume nearly one year. 

I should not have referred to Judge 
O'Rear holding an office while a can- 
didate for Governor but for his refer- 
ence to me. 

Judge O'Rear has been, according to 
his own statement, a Judge of the 
Court of Appeals tor eleven years. He 
has five years to servo as Judge be- 
fore his present term expires. For 
two yesn it has been currently re-^ 
ported Judge O'Resr would be a oau-^ 
dldate tbr Oovemor, and tor a num> 
ber ot months before the Court ot Ap- 
peals adjourned tor the present sum- 
mer recess he did not perform the 
duties of Judge, but was sctivsly en- 
gaged making speeches snd conduct- 
ing his campaign and consulting with 
his iwlltleal supporters, and he will be 
absent from his duties as Judge dur- 
ing the months of September and Oc- 
tober. The average man will see 
Judge O'Rear's situation and the diffi- 
culty of discharging his duties as 
Judge during the years he was prepar- 
ing to be a candidate for Governor, 
when voters, whose support he de- 
sired, had cases before him In the 
Court of Appeals which involved their 
property, liberty or life. They will 
also notice that during the months 
Judge O'Rear engaged in an active 
canvass for the nomination and In the 
campaign after his nomination, al- 
though not performing any of the- 
dtilles of his office as Judge, he drew 
the salary of that office, which amount- 
ed to $."i,Oi»0 per annum, or $41t; per 
month, and announces that he will not 
resign unless elected (iovernor, and 
that he will appoint his own succes- 
sor, and not have his successor ap- 
pointed by Governor Wlllson. It is 
no excuse for him, as stated by some 
of his friends, that In all the history 
of Kentucky no other Judge of the 
highest court of the State has ever 
done before as the jurist candidate of 
the Republican party is now doing, 
and that this Is the first sot ot that 
kind, and therafora should be over^ 
looked. 

The eases Cltsd By Judge O'Resr Are 
Net Analegoua to His Case. 

The eases cited by Judge O'Rear to 
excuse him for holding the office and 
drawing the salary of a Judge of the 
Court ot Appeals while a candidate 
for Oovemor are not In point, and are 
not analogous to his case. 

Mayor Head discharged all the 
duties of Mayor while a candidate for 
Governor. Hon. Ben Johnson attend- 
ed to all of his duties as a Congress- 
man while a candidate for Governor, 
and Hon. Olile James, while a candi- 
date for I'nited States Senator, attend- 
ed to all of his duties as a member of 
Congress, and neither of the.se three 
men had cases Ijefore them In wdiich 
the voters were interested, whost^ sup- 
port they desired; and it may be also 
said of Judge Paynter, when a candi- 
date for United States Senator only a 
short time, he remained in Frankfort 
and attended regularly to his duties 
as .Judge. 

Judge O'F.ear seems to have over- 
looked entirely the seventh plank In the 
Republican platform, which he wrote 
himself, according to his own admis- 
sion, and which provides that the ju- 
diciary of the State in both the Cir- 
cuit and Appellate Courts should be 
chosen on nonpartisan grounds, and 
the cmtinuance in office of faithful 
ludicial servants should be dete^ 
mined by no other qusUflestion than 
Itness. 

Judge Parser, of New York, when 
KKnlnated as tbe Demooratiu candi- 



otM for PivBident, r^!:|^npd as a 
Judge of the Suprenif Court of New 
York the day thnt lie iicfeiitfd tlie 
Democratic noniination for President, 
and his salary was $18,00(1 iier annum. 

Governor Woodrow Wilson, of New 
Jersey, resigned as Fr( sident of 
Princeton University the day that lie 
Meepced the nomination for ('.ovcrnor 
Df New Jersey, aIthor.,u:l) he was re- 
ceiving $10,000 i,er aniiuni na Presi- 
dent of the nnlverslty, and his salary 
as Governor was little more than halt 
as mnch as h • received as I'resident 
of Princeton I'liiversiiy. 

Robert Riddell. of Kentucky, re- 
signed the office of Circuit Jud.sre when 
be accepted the nomination aa a Dem- 
ocratic candidate tor' Judge of the 
Court of Appeals. 

Judge OHear, in hia Elizabethtown 
speech, made a lengthy defense of 
Senator Bradley's alleged untainted 
title to his seat as United States Sen- 
ator, and said: "Senator McCreary. 
Henry Watterson, Ollle James, Colo- 
nel JobB Allen and Colonel Frank

( also have a letter In my posses- 
sion from Hon. George T. Harris, in 
which he sa^s: "You requested me to 
aak the Democrats in person and prt 
vately to not vote for you, as under 
no circumstances could you accept 
the otRce, If elected, whlli^ C.overnor 
Beckham was a catulidate. I did com 
ply with y(u;r reiiuesi, and did ko to 
Mr. McKiii^ht and stated your re(iuest 
to him, and as tlie other men that 
Would not vote for Heikhani you 
and I had no inllueiice with, I askeil 
McKnight to see them, and iieliher of 
them voted for you after that day."

Tllie, Ky., August ir>. reafflnns time- 
tried and time-honored Democratic 
doctrines, and it announces up-to-date 
Democratic principles which are wor- 
thy of the .support of all Kent ucklans.

and every county in the State may de- 
termine for themselves whether spirit- 
uous, vinous or malt liquors may be 
sold therein. 

I voted tor and I endorsed every 
section of this platform, and it is 
proper I should aay in this connec- 
tion that I voted for the first local 
option law passed by the Kentucky 
Legislature in 1874, I then being a 
Repiesentatlve from Madison County. 

At a local option election hild in 
Richmond 1 was absent attending to 
my duties as Senator at Washin.tUi'n 
except the local option election held 
March 3 last, and on that day I was 
compelled to be in LouisNille to at- 
Und a meeting of the state Demo 
cratic Executive Committee called for 
that day by the chairman, the main 
business of which was to call off the 
primary election which 1 had advo- 
cated, and in whlck I was deeply In- 
terested. ^. . 

At the recent Democratic State 
convention I advocated at the Demo- 
cratic candidates' meeting a declara- 
ticn to he placed in the platform in 
favor of extension of the present local 
option law, and it was agreed to by 
the Democratic candidates and was 
put in the Democratic platform.

Heinildicms promised n the last 
Natbuial > ciTitesf fr.r I're-ident lo re- 
vis the iiriff downward In the inter- 
est of the coiisun.ers. They revised 
It ujiwiird in the inierest ii ...oiiop j- 
lies and manufa -t urers, but in doing 
this they made pla iier and clearer to 
the people iliaii ever before that the 
true 1 leniocratlc doctrine as to the 
tai If Is that the Covernment has no 
riulit in eipiity cir in law to cidlect a 
dollar of taxation except f(jr its own 
supijort, and that Rei ubllcan doctrine 
Is that taxes may l)e levied for the 
benefit and protection of favored Indi- 
viduals and preferred classes, which 
Is lega'lzed robbery. 

Look for a moment at a few of the 
Inequalities of the existing tariff 
rates. On clothing worn by the labor- 
ing man It levies a duty of 86 per cent- 
On champagne the duty is 65 per cent. 
On woolen or worsted goods worn by 
multitudes of women It is 126 per cent, 
and on the line silk oostume of the 
rich the tax Is 60 per cent. On the 
plain, coarse blanket of the poor. the 
Uriff la 166 per cent, while on the fin- 
est and costliest blanket It Is 71 per 
cent. On carpets used by the owners 
of fine mansions the tariff is 60 per 
cent, while on the cheap carpets used 
in the modest homes of the working 
man it is IL'" per cent 

The existing tariff law contains 
2.fi24 articles, and the report of the 
Department of Connnerce shows that 
the total production in thi- Cniteil 
States of goods: protected by the tariff 
last year was tlilrteeii billions of dol 
lars. and there was Imported into the 
United States last year goods valued 
at $7T;<.oe(Minfi. on wlilch u tariff tax 
of $;!L",t,iifi(l,(i(l() was collected by the 
Cnlted States (Jovernment, hut the 
uiiparallided outrage Ig that the pro- 
I <lucer8 in the I'nlteii States of the 
thirteen billion dollars' worth of 
goods were enabled because of the 
protective tariff to increase the price 
of their goods so that they made 
ninety-two millions of consumers pay 
them a tribute of about four billions 
of dollars. 

President Taft aald In his speech at 
Cincinnati when a candidate for Pres- 
ident, on September 22, 1908: "If I 
am elected Prealdent I promise the 
nation I will use every fiber of my 
being to carry out honestly and de- 
cently the tariff revision promises of 
the Republican platform." Two days 
later ho Bald at Milwaukee: "It Is my 
Juilgment that the revision of the tar 
Wf In accordance \\ Itb the jdedge of 
the Uepubllcan platform will be. on 
the whole, a substantial revision 
downward." After th,. '^ayne-.Mdrlrh 
bill w;iB passed which liicreaseil taxi'3 
he signed It, and called it "the best 
Republican tariff bill ever enacted." 

.Recording to Democratic faith lii 
making §1] tariff schedules, the tariff 
tax should be lowest on the necesea 
rles of life, and higheat on luxuries 
The enormous tax provided fbr in tlu 
schedules of the Payne-Aldrlch bin 
Increased the price on every article 
on which It le levied, and helped to 
make the cost of living 60 per cent 
higher than it was ten years ago. A 
good law is that law which benefits 
the greatest number of people, and 
the Payne-Aldrlch law will not stand^

pled his Interests and the Interests of 
laboring men by compelling them to 
pay tribute to truats, monopolies and 
combines, and carry the bui^en of op- 
pressive taxation.

They wanted more for a 
three-vear*old than I was willing 
to give, so the.y offered to get a 
two-yoar-old tor ine. I told them 
1 would take the two-year-old at 
their price if she suited me when 
she came and if they would get 
hor in foal foi' ino when she came 
and if they would get her in foal 
for me without further expense on 
my part, and tiiey said they would 
do so. They <rot importation of 
horses in about three weeks from 
that time and sent me word to 
come and get mine. I went and 
took the mare thoy had ordered 
for me. but they asked me if I 
would just as soon take her home 
and mate bar to a horse they had 
sold to a man in my neighborhood 
tiie week before. Thoy said it 
would be a great accounuodation 
to them if 1 would take her home 
and mate her to this horse. I 
said 1 would do so if llioy would 
do so if the.v would make out un 
order showiilg this man they were 
responsible for the wfXS'w^ Ice and 
either jjiye it to me or scihI \l t'; 
him. They sent it to this man. 
I mated the mare but she did not 
get in foal. I>ast spring I wrote 
the company, asking them if I 
should lu injz llio niaro to tiioin or 
take lier back to the horse they 
sold. They said to take her to the 
liorse they sold. I did so and had 
her kept and tiled Ijy all the 
metliods this man knew, but she 
is not in foal. I wrote the com 
9any offering to excl.ange the 
mare or for thoin to refund my 
money. Tliey say thev do not 
have to do either. I understood I 
was buying a brood mare.** 

When a seller agrees to deliver 
iinvthing, animal or article, ac- 
cording to any certain conditions 
in the order, and the article or 
aninuil is delivered, there is an 
implied warninly tliat in all re- 
spects it complies with those con- 
ditions or specifications. In ac- 
cordance with this general rule 
Liiere was an irnpliod warranty 
that the mare delivered would be 
in foal. The only question is 
whether, when the buyer took the 
mare, she not hoiny in foal, hr 
ili<l not waive that warranty. 
We think that the warranty that 
the mare would be in foal included 
one that tiie mare would be a 
l)reeder that the sellers are still 
liable on it. This being so, the 
sellers are liable for the return of 
the purchase price and for the 
necessary expenses and Other 
damage to the buyer.
